The Scriptor Word Processor from COMPUTE! Magazing is a 
full-fledged word processing cae written by Charles 
Brannon of the COMPUTE! staff. J a program which will 
satisty all the word processino needs of mast users. The 
program is copyrighted by Small Systems Services, Inc., the 
company which produces COMPUTE! pe 


T have used Scriptor ee my QW resume on my Epson 
MX-BG, and it does lock like a srofessicval "jab. 


The commands are based on the use of CORTROL key 
sequences: CONTROL-A advances the text display one iscreen) 
page: CONTROL-E backs it up the same amount. There is a 
HELP screen available just by entereing CONTROL-"; when 
RETURN is entered, the display returns to the text you were 
working on, 


The ESC key disslays a "Mimi-B05" function in the tap 
windaw line: you merely enter one af the high-lighted 
letters and follow the prompts to accomplish standard DOS 
functions. 


The START key will home’ the cursor; depres sag the key 
twice will position the cursor at the eae mning oF your 
text. The SELECT key allows you te recal save a text 
file-using your disk drive. enending on the currant 
position of the cursor, entering SHIFT-CLEAR allows various 
line deletion options, eee deletion of a rang? af 
lines previously defined using the CONTR OL - 2 ke py. You may 
copy these defined lines to any point in the ¢ ile by maying 
the cursor to the desired point, then entering CONTROL-L.

BOOK REVIEW 


Mapping the Atari 

by lan Chadwick | 
Introduction by Bill Wilkinson 
Publisher: COMPUTE! Books 
Price: $14.95 


I’m a glutton for Atari books. | buy a lot of them—heck, 
| buy them all—in a seemingly unending search for that 
magnificent tome which can explain it all to me. Out there 
somewhere, | am convinced, are the magical words that 
will dance my fingers across the keyboard and stand my 
computer on its ear. I’ve sliced the pages from Byte 
magazine; I’ve pretended to read the Operating System 
listing; I’ve been fooled time and again by maledictive 
typos, misanthropic publishers and silken tongued 
miscreants. But | remain true to my quest, and at times | 
get close. 

One of the things I would really like to glue my eyeballs 
to is a good cross-referenced index to the specific features 
of Atari computers. Also, the perfect companion piece 
would be a compilation of detailed explanations for every 
memory location giving its OS mnemonic, its primary 
functions, possible applications and, again, cross- 
referencing to other related memory locations. 

Last month’s release from COMPUTE! Books written by 
lan Chadwick and called Mapping the Atari comes quite 
close to the above-mentioned ideal. Over 200 pages are 
efficiently organized within a spiral binding which allows 
it to lie flat and stay flat. (All the Atari books from 
COMPUTE! come bound that way, much to their credit; 
wouldn't it be nice if all computer books would just 
behave?) Inside there are two different indexes included. 
The first lists the OS mnemonic labels alphabetically—a 
time saver when trying to figure out all those nifty 
program listings in various magazines, etc. The other 
index is arranged according to subject; and—get this— 
it’s a full eight double-columned pages of extensive cross- 
referencing. Most of your college text books aren’t nearly 
that thorough. 


The actual descriptions themselves are definitive. Many 
are one or two fact filled pages long; and they don’t stop 
there—many contain bibliographical references to 
several other books and past magazine articles which one 
can peruse to any depth desired. By themselves most 
descriptions are quite understandable and so thorough 
that there remains little need to search these other 
resources. Sometimes for the tougher concepts a short 
BASIC program is used to illustrate an important feature 
where an immediate hands-on tutorial can allow you to 
own that idea once and for all. There are also internal 
references to other memory locations when they are 
related, and you are encouraged to read _ those 
descriptions as well. Thumbing from location to location 
moves rapidly since the top of each leaf boldly displays the 
memory addresses for that page. Further down the sheet 
-each location description is prefaced with its address 
expressed in in both decimal and hex notation and 
followed by its OS mnemonic label. 


The introduction by Bill Wilkinson of Optimized 
System Software, creators of both Atari 8K BASIC and 
BASIC A-plus, gives an entertaining and enlightening 
glimpse into the way to PEEK and POKE in seven different 
programming languages: BASIC, BASIC A-plus, Forth, C, 
Pascal, PILOT and Assembler/Machine language. 
Wilkinson concludes, “I expect to use this book often.” 

Well, in the month I’ve had it | have already used this 
book often. | expect that | will continue to save a great 
deal of time doing so, thanks to its well planned format 
and execution. However, I’m not sure if an absolute 
beginner could get as much out of this book right away; it 
just doesn’t quite get down on its knees to explain things. 
In fact, one of the few typos in the book was in the 
beginners’ introductory notes which tried to give a 
cursory explanation of hexadecimal numbers. It equated 
255 (decimal) to $F (hex) which, of course, we all 
recognize as an error; but just pity the poor neophyte 
who tries to make sense out of that. 

On the other hand, assuming your skills have 
developed to just beyond the beginning level, then | 
unequivocally recommend this book. | hate to say 
goodbye to old friends, but Educational Software’s Master 
Memory Map, with its frustrating typographical errors, 
and Atari’s own cryptic Technical Users Notes might well 
become seldom used superfluous curiosities on my 
bookshelf.
